The  following  provisions  replace  those  portions  of  Office  of  Information  Mmi 

dum  No.  36  and  supplemehts  which  are  obsolete  because  of  the  di slcyitjOifiiwt of^  

the  Field  Service  of  the  USDA  Office  of  Informa.tion  and  the  Officlp   il  kiilf"  

tion  Regional  Offices; 

1.  Primary  resTDonsibility  for  clearance  rests-  with  the  issuing' agency,  ., 

2.  Infonnation  affecting  another  agency  should  be  checked  with  that' agency 
before  release.  Clearance  of  t)rice  and  rationing  and  other  information 
affecting  OPA  should  be  with  the  information  representatives  in  the  OPA 
Dist-rict  Offices,  a  list  of  which  is  attached. 

3.  Special  provisions  apply  to  radio  clearance,  as  follows: 

(a)  Requests  for  time  on  local  stations  for  special  broadcasts  or  -oro- 
grams  (live  or  transcribed)  in  addition  to. time  already  allocated 
by  a  station-  for  .Department  or  Extension  Service  programs  should  be"  . 
made  through  the  newly  appointed  regional  officers  of  the  OWI  Sta-" 
tions  Relations  Division, 

(b)  All  scripts  that  deal  with  primary?-  information  related  to  the  -war 
or  that  include  reference  to  the  work  or  servi  ce'S  of  another  Govern- 
ment agency  must  be  cleared  vath  the  regional  officer  of  the  OWI 
Stations  Reratiohs  Division, 

(  c)    Department  of  Agriculture  announcements  prepared  in  the-  field' for 

use  in  the  0^^^[  Station  Announcement  Plan  should  be  sent  to"  OWI  Statioi 
Relations  Division  regional  ret)resentatives — except  that  the  an- 
nouncements prepared  under  plans  previously  set  up  vdth  OWI  field 
tffices  for  handli^ng  such  suhjocts  as  U.  S.  Cro-o  Corps  and  ''Victory 
Food  Select idiis  will  bo  supplied  direct  to  stations  in  the  areas  . 
.  where  that  direct  dealing  has  been  approved.    However,  our  field  in- 
formation -oebple  who  negotiated  those  nlans  should  acquaint  the  field 
representatives  of. the  Station  Relations. Division  with  the  arrange- 
ments and  k-eep  them  informed  of  what  is  being  done  under  those  ar- 
rangements,

The  Station  Relations  Division  of  the  OWI  Domestic.  Radio  Bureau  has  •  added  twelve 
members  to  its  staff.     These  people  v-.m  service  local  stations  and  field  offices  ' 
of  Government  agencies  as  nearly  as  possible  as  it  was  done  by  the  OWI  field  officer 
before  these  field  offices  were  abolished. 

In  announcing  the  new  arrangement  OWI  says: 


"Obviously  with  a  limited  staff  (approximately  twelve  people),  it  will 


"be  impossible  to  furnish  all  of  the  services  formerly  •ffered.  However, 
the  new  members  of  the  Station  Relations  Division  will  "be  able  (l)  to 
clear  all  new  programs  supplied  by  the  field  offices  of  the  Government 
agencies,  (2)  to  bo  the  central  clearing  point  for  announcements  -oroprsed 
by  Government  agencies  to  local  stations,  and  (3)-  to  service  requests  of 
local  stations  for  information  and  guidance  insofar  as  this  operation 
can  be  carried  on  with  limited  p.crsonnel."
